Time  of  Hospital  Treatment. — The  aggregate  time  during 
which  patients  have  been  in  the  Hospital  is  3,458  days;  this 
gives  an  average  of  15.1  days  in  Hospital  for  each  patient,  and 
an  average  of  9  patients  per  day. 

Staff. — The  members  of  the  Hospital  Staff  have  performed 
their  duties  well  and  efficiently  under  exceptionally  high  pres- 
sure,  which  has  always  been  cheerfully  and  willingly  responded 

to.

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The  Committee  have  always  in  view  the  necessity  to  keep  down 
expenses  to  a  minimum  figure,  and  yet  at  the  same  time  the 
Hospital  must  be  maintained  and  kept  at  its  best  state  of 
efficiency. 


'1'iie  frequent  letters  of  appreciation  received  from  discharged 
patients  prove  that  everything  possible  is  being  done  to  alleviate 
the  suffering,  and  hasten  the  recovery  of  all  patients,  but  additions 
and  improvements  to  the  general  utility  of  the  Hospital  are 
occasionally  needed  to  further  this  object,  and  the  Committee  are 
conscious  that  further  improvements  are  still  possible.  The 
absence  of  an  X-Ray  apparatus  in  this  Hospital  has  often  proved 
a  disadvantage.
